'highest mark people outside Hie charmed District of Columbia 
circle hoped for the ultimate selection of something that would 
worthily represent the great l:mancip;itor. 
Finally, after 


v/idespread and earnest consideration and agilation, Hie choice 
seemed to narrow down between a temple of chaste Grecian 
design and a national highway, "smooth as a floor," from the 
National capital to Gettysburg. While there was something 
.of a fair argument in favor of the latter-—much to be said in 
commendation—there was more to be said in opposition, 01 
condemnation according to our way of thinking. In the first 
place, argued the opponents of the memorial road, il had be- 
come apparent that certain real eslatc interests were behind 
the project, and thai if it were put through il would be lined 
.with road houses, for the benefit especially of automobile 
owners and chauffeurs. 
While the Greek temple idea was 


criticised in some quarters as un-represenlalive of Lincoln and 
his work, its friends at last prevailed and probably air for the 
Licst. But the proposed boulevard between Washington and 
Mount Vernon via the Arlington National cemetery, proposed 
by Senator Martin, of Virginia, in an amendment to the Army 
appropriation bill, is open to no serious objections, so far as 
we can see. The sum of $'UH>,0()() is to be appropriated to' 
buy the necessary land for the road, three different routes have 
been surveyed and (he selection is to be made by the Secretary 
of War, 
This is, in every way, a most commendable project.
